THE CHILDREN’S COMMISSION 
A third investigating 
committee, whiéh 
ranks in importance with the lay enforce­ 
ment commission and the federal farm 
board, has been appointed by President 
Hoover and told to go 
to work. 
This 
is a committee of four nationally known 
social workers, called the “ planning com­ 
mittee for the Wählte House 
conference on 
child welfare,” the Mobprly Monitor-In­ 
dex say s. 
President Hoover has explained the 
work it is to undertake as follows: 
“ I have invited y ou here as the nuclei 
o£ . a planning committee to inaugurate a 
nîost important movement to the nation 
as a whole. 
“ That is, we should take national stock 
of the progress and present situation in 
health and protection of childhood, that 
out of this investigation we should also 
develop common sense plans for furthet 
advancement in these directions.” 
He then suggested the appointment of 
subcommittees to pursue specific lines of 
investigation. 
When their reports are 
completed, a White House conference of 
public officials and welfare groups is to 
be called to consider them. 
The policies 
outlined and adopted by this conference 
are to be carried out by definite organi­ 
zations throughout the country .

,“ We realize that major progress In this 
direction must be made by voluntary ac­ 
tion and by activities of local government. 
The 
federal 
government 
hai| 
some 
important functions to perform in these 
particulars, 
all 
of 
which 
will 
need 
to be considered. 
But we save y ears in 
national progress if we can secure some 
measure of unity as to view and unity as 
to program, more especially as these 
views and programs are to be based on 
searching examination of facts and fig­ 
ures.”

J im Corbett could 
have licked J ack Dempsey without so 
much as getting up a sweat; Kid McCoy 
would have stopped Tommy Loughran in 
five rounds; J oe Cans could have taken 
on J immy McLarnin and Sammy Mandell 
the same night and found them merely a 
pair of poor sparring partners. 
But is 
there any reason save mellow sentiment 
fo r believing any of this to be true? Very 
little. 
In those sports where performance 
can be measured 
exactly 
in 
seconds, 
pounds or feet the record^ are constantly 
being broken. 
The 
modern 
performer 
proves that he is not only as good as the 
old-time performer but better. 
And the 
reason is easy to see. 
He knows moré 
than the old-time performer knew. 
If he 
is a swimmer he has been taught a faster 
stroke; if he is a pole vaulter he has been 
taught a new trick about using his arms; 
if he is a sprinter he has been taught a 
better way to start. 
To return to Mr. Tinker’s argument, why 
need we assume that if thé^swimmer, the 
vaulter, the shot-putter, the distance run* 
ner and the sprinter are getting better all 
the time the boxer is getting worse? 
He 
too may know 
a thing or two that J im 
Corbett didn’t ^now, or that Kid McCoy 
didn’t k now, or that Cans didn’t knpw. In 
our op inion, 
this argument on behalf of 
the old-timers is extremely dubious.

POET KEY ON UNJ UST WAR 


From the New York W’orld. 


Francis Scott Key held the same views 
on just and unjust v/afs as Rev. Dr. Doug­ 
las C. Macintosh, Dwight professor of 
theology at Yale Divinity School, who 
Was 
denied American citizenship last month, 
Arthur W. Machen, J r., has advised the 
professor. 
“ When the Americans invaded Canada 
in the war of 18 12,” Mr. Machen wrote, 
“ he (Key ), writing to J ohn Randolph of 
Roanoke, said, on learning of the defeat 
of the American army : 
“ ‘The people of Montreal will enjoy 
their firesides for this, and I trust for 
many a winter. 
This, I suppose, is trea­ 
son, but as y our Patrick Henry said “ if it 
be treason, I glory in the name of traitor.!’ 
I have never thought of those poor creat­ 
ures without being reconciled to any dis­ 
grace or defeat of our arms.” 
“ Randolph quoted the passage with ap­ 
proval in a letter to J osiah Quincy , dated 
September 12, 1813 , say ing: 
“ On this 
subject I am glad to find one righteous 
man on our side, so that we have the pre­ 
cedent not merely of Key but of J ohn 
Randolph and J osiah Quincy . 
If the lat­ 
ter two be regarded as unorthodox, cer­ 
tainly the same cannot be said of Key . 
“ Key ’.s views were perfectly consistent. 
When the American invaded Canada he 
felt that the war was unjust and rejoiced 
in the defeat of the American army ; but 
when the British invaded Mary land he 
felt that to repel the invasion was a just 
cause, and he wrote of ‘their foul foot­ 
steps’ pollution.’ ” 
Mr. Machen say s the quotation by Key 
could be found in “ The Difc of J ohn Ran­ 
dolph of Roanoke,” 
by 
former Senator 
William Cabell Bruce.

Daniel, who was a youth of nine­ 
teen years at the lime he was car­ 
ried away from Jerusalem to Baby­ 
lon, is, at the time of our lesson, 
an old man of eighty-seven years. 
For nearly forty years he had held 
a very obscure position under the 
successors of Nebuchadnezzar, so 
that Belshazzar seems almost ignor­ 
ant of him, de.spite Daniel’s influ­ 
ence at court In that earlier day. 
The folly of Babylon’s dissoluate 
ruler may be noted in the fact that, 
although his capital was being be- 
aeiged at that very time by the 
armies of the 
rising 
power 
of 
Persia, yet Belshazzar was staging 
a drunken carousal in the palace 
with a thousand of his lords and 
princeses and the dissolute women 
of the court. Not satisfied with 
physical debauchery the governor 
resorted to the blasphemy of dese­ 
crating the sacred vessels of Je­ 
hovah which Nebuchadnezzar had 
brought from the temple at Jeru­ 
salem, drinking wine from them fo 
his heathen gods to defy and mock 
the God of Heaven whom NebnchH« i- 
nezzar had learned to fear and rev­ 
erence. 
The Hand-Writing 
Suddenly, in the midst of the rev­ 
elry and mockery and debauchery 
there appeared on the wall of the 
banquet hall the likeness of a man’s 
hand writing in letters of fire which 
dazzled and terrified the revelers 
with their brilliance and mystery. 
“Then the king’s countenance was 
changed and his thoughts troubled 
him. so that the Joints of his loins 
were loosed, and his knees .smote 
one against another.“ Thus the tun/> 
changes when those who mock God 
in their revelry are brought sud­ 
denly to face His presence. The 
courage of blasphemy is soon turn­ 
ed into cowardice. Infidelity does 
not stand up under strain. 
After seeking in vain for some so­ 
lution of the mysterious hand-writ­ 
ing from the astrollogers and wist* 
men ,the queen, who was i)rooab!y 
Belshazzar’s mother and the daugh­ 
ter of 
Nebuchadnezzar 
reminded 
her terrified son of the aged Daniel 
and the wisdom he had displayed 
at the court of her father. So the 
prophet is sent for as some folks 
send for the preacher today who 


have no use for him at other times. 
So the venerable prophet steps 
with calm dignity before the terror 
stricken king and his fellow rev­ 
elers, and spurning his offers of 
rich reward, agrees to interpret 
the letters of fire which will stand 
like a modern electric sign upon 
the %vall. 
Very frankly and fearlessly Dan­ 
iel reminded the king of Jehovah’s 
dealing with his grandfather Ne­ 
buchadnezzar in 
Raising 
him to 
power above all other nations and 
how, “when his heart was lifted 
up, and his mind hardened in pride, 
he was deposed from his kingly 
throne, and his glory taken from 
him,” by sending upon him some 
affliction, giving him the obsession 
that he was a beast and making 
him want to act and live like a 
beast for a period of perhaps seven 
years, after which his reason was 
restored and lie glorified Jehovah. 
In the light of such a family his­ 
tory 
Belshazzar’s 
blasphemy 
and 
i^acrilege were the less excusable, 
and the lime had come for God to 
luoiiounce his doom and proceed 
to execute jurgment. So, Daniel ia- 
terprels the hand writing: “Mene; 
God hath numbered thy kingdom 
and finished it. Teke; Thou are 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting. Peres; Thy kingdom 
is divided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians. . . . That night was 
Belshazzar the king of the Chal­ 
deans slain, and Darius and Median 
took the kingdom.’’ 
Hand-Writing for Us 
There is nothing unique about 
Belshazzars fate except the visible 
finger of fire. 
Drunkenness, 
de­ 
bauchery and defiance of God have 
brought the same results to nations 
end to individuals high and low 
through all ages. America's present 
unparalleled prosperity is her great­ 
est peril and her severest trial. If 
this prosperity is not safeguarded 
by piety and sobriety we may see 
the hand-writing of God pronounc­ 
ing divine judgment upon our im­ 
piety and intemperance.
